Through reinltstm< nt and changes wh ich 
were da l ly oceurrn j some wereenutne . -
aled twice or thrice, so that the numb* r o t 
those a c t u a r y engaged d i d not exceed 
iOUO.OUO The armies that f o l l o w e d the 
lion-hearted Crom w e l l and our coun t rymen 
w h o f o u g n i <in at l i r i l a i n i n t w o .^arsand 
cont|iit red Mexico were disbanded, but th is 
event in us magni tude is w i t h o u t a para l le l 
upon the globe. 

A la s ! Many of tha t m i g h t y host w h o 
went f o r t h w i t h brave hearts and s t rong 
arms, to battle f o r the na t iona l cause, 
rushed to giory and the grave. T o the i r 
memory and tlie su rv ivors of the per i ls at­
tending their t r ia ls aud setvices this day-
has been consecrated, not mere ly by stat­
ute, but by the "h ighe r l a w " ot love and 
pa t r io t i sm. K i n d and w i l l i n g bands adorn 
the i r last abodes w i t h the fa i res t aud 
sweetest itowers. These sacred spots 
should never be forgot ten . I n cemeteries, 
where now rest in peace those who met In 
l i i e as enemies in rsg ing battal ions, the 
tnaibs ot toetnen are not neglected, and 
their valor is asssjaBSSSssj, T h e Grand A r m y 
of the Kepubiic inculcates the pr inciples ot 
L i n c o l n , and acts " w i t h mal ice t o w a r d 
none: w i t h char i ty f o r a l l , w i t h f irmness 
i n the r i g h t as Qasi gives us to see the 
r i g h t , " and a lways vindicates the p r i n c i 
pies w h i c h were upheld by the ove r th row 
of the rebell ion, i t Is strange that the 
combatants who d w e l l i n sepulchres have 
been blessed by securing wha t seems 
to be the least o f things—a 
grave. So search, however d i l i gen t , can 
discover the missing who perished w i t h o u t 
any r i t e of bur i a l i n the waves, swamps, 
forests and k ind red places, and of w h o m 
nought remains but the shadow of a name.

by thei r a id the weapons of death i n mor­
t a l grasp lost their power, and the hero, 
conquered resign, d to his doom, escapeo 
serious i n j u r y . A r r o w , lance and s w o r d 
might pierce his armor, r iveted by h u m a n 
hands, but they could not penetrate the 
a w f u l shn Id of Jove. The names ot the 
worshiped have been changed, and age 
af t , r age has kep t th i s poetic t a i t h . T h u < 
th rough the good and i l l l o r t u n e o f the de­
cisive events, when fate decreed tha t we 
shouln take the part of em batt led men . the 
deities were j resent as of o ld i n shapes 
not visible to our eyes, ahd ever w i t h the 
soldier and sailor of the republ ic were the 
God of the U n i o n and the Goddess o f L i b ­
er ty , wh i l e bus glorious shield was the con­
s t i tu t ion of the I ni tei l Mates. 

1 have wandered th rough the paths of a 
nat ional cemetery and gazed upon the 
stately monuments of generals, whose 
heroism and t r iumphs command the re­
spect of the w o r l d . W i t h feelings of pa t r i ­
otic pride. I reflected upon the greatness of 
the i r public services and rejoiced that they 
won fame by being val iant defenders of the 
good government of A m e r i c a The scene 

• changed as 1 continued my course and I 
looked upon a thousand low mounds i n 
whicb.had been planted l i t t l e boards of 
u n i f o r m size, on w n i c h were painted this 
w o r d o n l y — " I ' n k n o w n . "

T h e newborn na-
t i ' .n wag s trengthened by its pa t r io t i sm, 
ami the f ami l i e s o f the brethren were com-
i i i t e d by its benevolence. I t s ru le , pro-
t .d ing that the r i g h t of membership should 
be t ransmi t t ed to the oldest son of the dt 
ct ased, was the subject of u n r e l e n t i n g hos­
t i l i t y , by reason ot i ts resemblance to the 
hereditary p r i n c i p l e of monarchies. T h i s 
p i IV ilege, a l though sometimes enlarged, is 
,!.- t.uiy restr ic ted to the descendants of the 
founders, and the association is cont inued 
i n a number of the slates. T h e un ion 
soldiers and sailors regardless of r ank , con 

quests are engraved. T h e defeated may 
e x h i b i t a l l tbe qual i t ies w h i c h a t t ract the 
homage o f h u m a n i t y , but they w i l l be 
eclipsed by the dazztng g lory of the eon-
querer. Y e t t he t rue pa t r io t w i l l esteem 
the;r v i r tues w h i c h were tested by disaster 
and not f o u n d w a n t i n g . Long I s l and and 
B r a n d y w i n e are as dear ro the A m e r i c a n 
heart as Saratoga and Y o r k t o w n . T h e 
sha f t of B a n k e r H i l l commemorates 
the f o r t i t u d e of the colonists who were 
overpowered by the sons of B r i t a i n , and re­
treated. Whe the r the dead, w h o were 
f a i t h f u l w h e n l i v i n g , su^c eded or fa i l ed , 
we do no t i n q u i r e to-day.

I n the center aud on a 
throne sat a b e a u t i f u l y o u n g miss repre­
sent ing the goddess o f l i b e r t y . T h e teat-
ure of the en te r t a inment was tbe " M e m o r ­
ial of F l o w e r s . " A monument bntthe un­
k n o w n dead heroes was placed in the cen-
r r of the stage. Each c h i l d bore a wrea th 
of flowers and a f t e r r e c i t i n g a f e w appro­
pr ia te l ines h u n g the ga r l and on the monu­
ment.
